A premonition that something had 
happened brought John J. Rhodes, 
manager of

home from Hanover, Thursday aft­ 
ernoon, to find his wife dead on the 
floor of the kitchen in the Gilliland 
apartment house, Carlisle street. 
Playing about the woman’s body 
was 
the 
couples 
18-month-old 
daughter, Carrie Mae. 
while 
a n ­ 
other child. Florence 
Edna, 
born 
two weeks ago, was asleep in her 
bed with ‘covers 
pulled 
over 
her 
head and in imminent danger of 
suffocating 
Dr Chloe O Fry, of G ettysburg. 
Who arrived at the Rhodes’ a p a rt­ 
m ent about the same tune th a t Mr 
Rhodes 
returned 
from 
Hanover 
where he 
was 
working, 
said 
the 
woman had been dead about four 
hours 
T he 
physician 
attributed 
death to a c e re b ra l embolism 
Had Prem onition 
Mr Rhodes went to Hanover early 
T hursday m orning to work 
During 
the day he had a 
feeling 
th a t all 
was not well 
at 
home 
About 
I 
o'clock, 
Thursday 
afternoon, 
he 
called on the telephone but received 
no reply Knowing th at his wife was 
ill, Rhodes believed she had probably 
gone to bed 
and 
was 
unable 
to 
answer the telephone 
His anxiety 
deepened, however, 
and a short tim e later he called the 
apartm ent th e second time, again 
receiving no answer 
He then called 
Dr Fry a*' 
asked her to go to the 
apartm ei^V 
see what was wrong 
At the .same time, Rhodes left H an­ 
over for home 
I lia b le to I tite r 
Dr Fry was unable to enter the 
apartm ent, and as she was about 
to leave. Rhodes arrived and the two 
entered. 
T hat was about 3 o'clock. 
Rhodes and th e physician 
found 
Mrs 
Rhodes' bodv on the kitchen 
floor. 
Dr Fry expressed the opinion 
th a t Mrs, Rhodes had been dead 
about four hours, placing the tim e 
of her death between ll and 1130 
o'clock. T hursday morning.
